Students Take Issue With Kernel Editorial

On Friday, Oct. 4, 1957. the Kentucky Kernel earned 
an editorial discussing the question of required laboratory 
courses. > We agree with the writer of the editorial that 
one of tha functions of the.coUege is to develop within 
the individual *^ well-rounded life, rich in Interest, re- 
sourceful, capable of continuous growth and of adapta- 
tion to times and circumstances:" However, we do not 
agree with his view that the lilH>ral arts student should 
be relieved of "t;etting his hands duty in the laboratory," 
In hi.s opuuon, the omission of required lal)oratory courses 
would "help the average student by giving him a* chance 
to learn something about several scientific fields . . 
This would suggest that whatever is taught in the labora- 
tory is not fundamental to a knowledge of the .scientific 
field, and Is to l)e included only in the curriculum of the 
fepchnual student 

Ue feel that what it» taught in the laboratory is funda- 
mental to all fields af science as well as essential in on- 

aeianlillc field. The one thong

plaea apiniena with empirical abaenrations to answer qnes- 
U ana a beul nalnre. The vnderslanding of this method is 
ac^nired from experience in the laboratory situation. 
True, these methods can be verbalized to some extent, in 
much the same manner that the inetiiods for obtaiiiiiiK 
an effect of movement or depth in a painting i an be 
verbalized. Vet one wonders Just how much more under- 
standing of either of these types of methods is obtained 
with active partieipation on Ihe pari of tha hamer. 

This question is not original with the present writers, 
but was in fact asked some time ago. Had it been asked 
in the time of the Greeks, the question would have been 
answered on the basis of opinion (much the same as the 
editorial of (3ct 4th ». However, it was asked after the 
scientific method of experimentalion was cqusidered ttie 
best procedure for obtaining answers; 

One of the majar laptea af invesUgallen in experimen- 
tal psychology has been- the nature of learning and the 
conditions for effective learning. One of these experi- 
mental findings is that active participation on the part of 
the learner results in suixiior le.iriiiiiK and retention of 
what is iearni'd in llic si i< in r^, the teacliiiiK laboratory 
is * device for .iin mptiii- t<> ^< < ure the student's active 
participation. We do not contend that something about 
science cannot be Igawitd wllhottl labaralary, but we do 
bclteve this evideaea sagiaalB Ikai It aaa ha lawaad bai- 
ler with iaboralary. 

lA'ainuiK throu>;li participation is (eit.iuily not unique 
to .science cuur.ses. but In an accepted uiethod of leariuug 
in other situations. i.e.. working problems in algebra, 
writing themes in Binglish, making case studies in social 
actenea, dabatlng in public speaking, practicing keys in 
typing, coovaraing in fortlpi language, painting in art 



courses. 

In these fields, interest and ability are not only ob- 
tained but maintained through actr.e particii)ati.>n .Al-o 
might we not be losing; some potenti.d .scienti.st.s hv not 
giving them the oppoitunity to learn the fundamentals 
of the field and participate m .some of the aspects Of sci- 
1 1 If. tic ende.ivor. As to career choice, mere information 
about tlie ticld .should foster wiser decisions. 

We feel that an ac live participation in the field of .sci- 
ence could help to build all of the qualities of which the 
editor spoke. In these present challenging times it is the 
responsibility of the individual not only to buiKl thise 
qualities withm hini.self but to bluld the resoiircefuluess 
of his nation. In light of recent scientific developments 
ii^ other seuatsies it-saaBoa that our awn nbtionat ^^curitF 
depends on a more general knowledge of science as well 
as specifically trained scientists.
